JANUARY 'S MAIN EVENT - "Making 
Ancient Coin Collecting Fun” 


At the last gathering of the SWCS we 
featured a presentation on ancient coins.

The lecturer also explained that 
Greek Coins are only occasionally dated and the 
text on Roman coins usually starts around the 
7:00 position and reads around from there 
(Roman coins are also notorious for 
abbreviations). The lecturer suggested that a 
beginner should start their collection of ancient 
coins with some type of historical connection as 
opposed to a collection that will leave you with 
difficult holes to fill.
